The statue rests upon a plinth of solic 


gold which has for its base a block of 
ebony. Around the figure is a bronze 
railing. Rising from three sides arc 
bronze poles supporting a. maroon vel 
vet canopy whrjn gives the whole ; 
particular thron.;-:ike appearance. The 
gold used in the plinth is valued a 
8230,000 and

The silvar represents^tn outlay 


of $70,000 and is the product of different 
Montana mines. 


After the stabue hod been inspected 


to; the guests the ropes were thrown 
aside and tho public admitted

coaches to the Montana state building 
where a luncheon was served. 


Miss Ada Kehan, tho model of the 


statue, was incited and urgentlj* re 
quested to be present. However, tho 
famous actress did not come, objecting 
on the ground tlat she would Iw an ob 
ject of curiosity and comparison. 
She 


has deferred her visit to a more oppor 
tnne time. Governor .Richards was 1101 
present, being detained in Montana by 
duty connected with the location oi 
state educational institutions. 


With the unveiling of tho statue tho 


the Montana mining exhibit was openec 
for public inspection. It contains some 
handsome collections of silver crystal:, 
and gold ores ami specimens, lead, cop- 
per, coal, iron and building stone mined 
in the state. A fine collection of gold 
ores and nuggets is expected to arrive 
in a few days, when they will be placed 
on exhibition. 


The crowd Tuesday was a true exem- 


plification of a holiday assemblage, anc 
the fine weather that graced the morn- 
ing gave a wholesome touch to Decora- 
tion day and rendered the enjoyment of 
the occasion complete in every way. 


All modes of transportation were 


taxed early and the crovJ. long before 
noon, was running in close competition 
to that of Sunday. 
But the multitudes 


did not move until afternoon. The clos- 
ing of all downtown stores at noon sent 
the thousands of employes to tho exhi- 
bition, and these, together with other 
visitors from far and near, swelled tho 
crowd to about 60,000.

Journalism In Jiipiiti. 


Journalism in Japan appears to bo sur- 


rounded by some etern restrictions, the 
desirability of abolishing or amending 
which lias lately been occupying the at- 
tention of the Japanese parliament. In 
Europe when newspapers offend against 
tho law fines aro inflicted on tlie editor, 
•\vritcr, printer or publisher, as tho caso 
may be. But in Japan it appears that 
the jeinrnabsts begin by paying a fine, 
though tho amount may possibly bo re- 
turned to them in courso of time, for 
that is the practical result of depositing 
t.nms of money with fiio authorities: 
\aryingfroin 330 to 1,000 yen yearly n:, 
evidence of good faith. If fines aiein- 
Cicted at any rate of less than tho 
amount of the deposit, thero can be nc 
question of nonpayment. 


A motion was mudo to abolish this 


deposit, as alio ilie power oi the govern- 
ment to suspend a paper wh?Fh published 
anything calculated to disturb tho pub- 
lic peace, but tho right of suspension was 
retained by 81 voles to 43, and as lo tho 
desirability ol demanding the security 
the honso -was unanimous. It was ex- 
plained that tho bouse felt the necessity 
of keeping some check on "irresponsible 
agitators unfit to wield journalistic in- 
lluence," and thero is a good deal to ba 
(said far tho contention.

The crop 
of peanuts last year was over 3,000,000 
bushels—that is, the American crop, 
•which is grown principally in Virginia, 
tho Caiolinas and Tennessee. But there 
aro hundreds of thousands of bushels 
grown on the western coast of Africa, 
and they might be imported in caso of a 
scarcity at Chicago. The price of pea- 
nuts is likely to go np before the fair

A Siuokc Unrniug JTamnoe. 


The agitation against tho siuoky fur- 


naces of nmny of tlio largo cities of tho 
country has resulted iu a largo number 
of patented grates, steam jets and other 
devices to obviate the evil. Ouo of tho 
simplest of theso 1ms been designed by 
tho chief engineer of the Rookery build 
ing at Chicago. The electric, elevator 
aud heating plants in this largo struc- 
ture are necessarily of considerable sizo, 
and the boiler plant has been producing 
nn objectionable amount of smoke. To 
prevent this smcko Mr. W. C. D. Gillos- 


pic, 
the engineer i:a charge, has built a 


furnace which hag a largo number of 
orifices in front of and over the grate. 
When coal is first thrown on tho grates, 
air is allowed to have access to the 
flames until it is siion through a small 
peephole that tho lightest products of 
combustion have been burned off. 


Then one hole after another is closed 


until just the proper number remain 
open to feed ths necessary amount of 
air to the flames. A f urnaco of this type 
has been in use for several months and 
is reported to have given perfect safe 
fnctiou. Tlio use of peepholes enables 
the firemen to watch the character ol 
the flame at ;all times, nnd the airholes 
enable more air to be admitted as Boon 
as any smoke appears.—Exchange.

THE GAMS 01? BASKET feALL. 


latoTCBtlngr tuwL fiscItIHff:Sjpotfc Por Tholie 


Kot AMo to fixoitilbo Rrcgularly. 


Tlie announcement that at a woman's 


edxicational institution not far from this 
city the students played a close and ex- 
citing game of "basketball" was perhaps 
the first item which attracted public at- 
tention to n sport that is rapidly becom- 
ing very popular in this country among 
those who havo neither tho physique nor 
the .tosto for baseball or football. Tho 
rules of tlio new sport aro comparatively 
simple, and tho ease with which the 
fundamental laws of the gauao can bo 
acquired in a few minutes' practice havo 
served to mako it popular wherever it 
has been introduced, while its freedom 
from much of tho roughness and intri- 
cacy of football has also tended to mnko 
the devotees of basket ball enthusiastic 
in their pruiso of its merits. 


Tho name "basket ball" is derived from 


the fact that scores are nmdo not by car- 
rying tho bull across tho goal lines or 
kicking it over the goal bar as in foot- 
ball, but by throwing tho spheroid into 
n moderately small basket, which is hung 
about 10 feot above the ground or floor. 
To accomplish such a feat usually re- 
quires much practice, and as a rulo tho 
try at goals nro far more numerous than 
tho scores. Either hand or both hands 
can bo used in holding tlio ball, mad it 
must either bo fhrov.'n or be batted with 
the open hand—a punch with the fist or 
arm, or a kick, constituting a foul. 


The game differs from football also in 


the fact that no player ia allowed to run 
with tlie ball, but must stand whero it is 
caught, and a fair catch can bo made 
only with the hands. If tho ball is held 
for an unnecessarily long time, the um- 
pire takes possession of it and puts it 
"in play" by throwing- it in the air, no 
player being allowed to touch it in such 
an event until it has struck tho ground. 
If a ball goes out of bounds, it is put in 
play aa in football, nnd no player is "off 
side," but every player has the right to 
touch the ball anywhere or everywhere 
in the game, provided the ball is in play. 


No pushing, tripping, shoving or tac- 


kling is allowed, and every such offense 
constitutes a foul, which gives ono point 
to the opposing nine. As a goal counts 
but three points and a foul one, there is 
every incentive to avoid rough play. The 
players advance the ball by tossing it to 
somo member of their own nine, and 
there is the best opportunity for success 
in personal skill combined with good 
team play. Tho "forwards" and "cen- 
ters" usually toss tho ball forward, but 
when it gets dangerously near his own 
goal, tho goalkeeper often bats it with 
tho open palm. 


Ono advantage wMch basket ball has 


over many other forms of popular sport 
lies in the fact tuat, wliilo it allows la 
players to participate, it can be pursued 
tho year round—in tho open air during 
tho warmer mouths and in tho gymna- 
sium while cold weather prevails. Again, 
basket bull can bo played by persons 
whoso physique ianotof the most robust 
type, although many athletes also havo 
found in it a healthful form of exercise. 
It has proved of great value in furnish- 
ing cxercido for business men, women 
iind children, as well as brawny students, 
aud from tho general success it bus al- 
ready attained wherever it has been in- 
troduced there is every probability that 
basket ball will soon become a very popu- 
lar and widespread form of outdoor and 
indoor sport.—Boston Advertiser.

It has 
issued $3,000,000 debenture bonds and it 
lias added §1,013,103 to its "patent ac- 
count." In this five years, and these tho 
last years of its chief patent, it ha 3 added 
$ll,31'i,OGCl to the capital on wliichitcol- 
lects money and takes in profits from tho 
public. It has added 5j per cent to its 
net earnings, which have risen from $2,- 
210,096 in 1887 to ?3,4U,870 in 1832. and 
its dividends, which wero $l,5G8,KiS in 
1887, were $3,010,090 in 1802, or nearly 
doubled. 


Now, tho American Bell Telephone 


company holds one-third of the stock of 
tho local companies and charges them a 
royalty for tho telephones into the bar- 
gain. By this iugouions plan every man 
who pays (J120 a year for tho privilege of 
saying "He'.lo" first and later using 
stronger language pays the American 
Bell Telephone twice. Ho helps to earn 
one-third the dividends of tho local com- 
pany for stock on which no cash was 
paid and by wliich dividends the Bell re- 
ceived i?l,«e,OI8 in 1802 against $1,013,- 
030 in 18SV, aud he pays his share of the 
$3,303,753 received i'or rental of tele- 
phones in 1802, one-fourth moro in 1887 
when $.2,2(1-1,823 was paid 


Tha local company makes money, no 


doubt ot that, but by the Umo it has 
paid over dividends on one-third its 
stool:, paid tho rental of its telephones 
and met tho charges of now plant and 
so on in putting its lines under ground, 
it is making a great deal less money than 
tho largo t barges would appear to indi- 
cate. By this double arrangement tho 
real offender, tho American Boll Tele- 
phono company, is screened from tho 
public which uses its telephones, and tho 
real cause and source of hicrh cliarges is 
effectually concealed and protected.— 
Philadelphia. Press. 


The BplBlum Strike. 


The striko of tho workingmcn of Bel- 


gium is the most remarkable in all his- 
tory. It was not n striko for higher 
wages, for shorter hours, or for any oC tho 
things for which "labor movements" are 
planned. 
Itwasastuko to compel tho 


granting cf political rights to the people. 
Tho demand was for tho suffrage, and 
tho workmen refused to work until tho 
parliament (javo what they asked. 
For 


nearly a week all business '- tho king- 
dom was bi ought to a stand. No work 
was done. The idlo thousands, worked 
apou by tho socialists, wero easily led to 
violent demonstrations. Dynaniite was 
used. 


There wero conflicts between tho pop- 


ulace and tho civic guard. Blood was 
shed and revolution with arms threaten- 
ed. Just m time to avoid anarchy, tht) 
parliament yielded, and universal suf- 
frage wasi granted the people of Bel- 
gium. Tho striko for self government 
succeeded 
This is tho most significant 


political i acident of late years in Europe, 
not only in its methods, but in ita result. 
—Bostou Commonwealth.
